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Airflame 


The Maryland Horse hopes to present on its 
first page each month the likeness of the horse 
that has, in the Editor’s opinion, done most to 
enhance the glory of our horses of Maryland 
during the preceeding month. Our first subject 
is Airflame, bay colt by Ariel from Flamante 
by Flamboyant, bred at Country Life Farm, 
Bel Air, by Adolph Pons and one of the top 
two-year-olds of 1936 to date. The first foal 
to be raised at Country Life by young Manager 
John Pons, Airflame is a smallish colt that runs 
close to the ground with extreme speed. On 
account of the colt’s having the unpleasant 
habit of cribbing which would have greatly de¬ 
tracted from his value as a sale prospect he was 
not sent to Saratoga but was sold privately to 
his present owner, Maryland’s leading owner, 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt. 

Airflame’s racing record needs no extolling 
here but there are points of interest in his his¬ 
tory that may be touched on briefly in this 
space. Airflame's granddam, *Flaminia by Sun- 


star was imported to America by Mrs. W. 
Averill Harriman at a cost of $14,000 as a ir 
mate for Chance Play. *Flaminia was in foal p 
to Flamboyant, the result of this union being p< 
Flamante, dam of Airflame. The latter mare ir 
was sold in 1932 for a nominal sum to estab- 'w 
lish tax-loss and was knocked down to Adolph 
Pons who has owned her ever since. A sure w 
breeder, Flamante is but ten years old and is W 
already dam of Sablin Rex Regent and Par- ^ 
aldo as well as Airflame. Flamante has a Dis- w 
play yearling, a Flying Ebony foal and is in ^ 
foal to High Strung. Looking over the Inver- 
ness mares prior to their shipment to Saratoga 01 
for sale last summer this writer noted an old A 
mare of surprising sprightliness which was safe er 
in foal to Flying Ebony. Enquiry showed her Sl] 
to be *Flaminia, then 18 years old and out of y 
a Bend Or mare, such a close cross of this great 112 
horse being extremely rare nowadays. At the w 
Spa sales a bid of $200 was enough to get the 
old mare who went to Dr. C. R. Richards for th 
that figure, he turning her over to Col. P. T. 
Chinn at a neat profit in twenty-four hours. 
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Buy Fillies Now 


The attention of Maryland breeders and of 
those who would become breeders is drawn to 
the schedule elsewhere printed in this issue of 
the Maryland Horse of the sales of yearlings to 
be held, from Tuesday, August 4, to Tuesday, 
August 18, at Saratoga Springs, New York. 
For a good many years now the opportunities 
for buying fillies at these sales have been very 
good as the prices the yearling fillies have 
brought have been truly ridiculous in compari¬ 
son with their earning capacity and their future 
value for stud purposes. Only a year ago a 
Tall Timber filly brought $150.00 and under 
the name of Goldey F. she has shown up this 
year as one of the most consistent and best of 
the two-year-old fillies. Constantly does one 
see filly bargains coming up, such as the $500 
filly which is a sister of Granville, bought by 
the well known Marylander, G. R. Bryson, 
from the Woodward sale. With the many new 
and renewed stakes and purse races for fillies it 
is almost a sure thing that the prices of the 


fillies will increase this year and probably next 
year will see an even greater increase of value 
in this department of the sales. 

It will thus be seen that those who wish to 
make replacements in their brood mare bands 
or who desire fillies for racing had better be 
on hand to get them before their price gets 
high again. It is possible to buy fillies from 
producing families and out of good mares and 
to turn them out and breed them at three years 
of age if it is not desired to race them. For H 
the first time at the Spa sales there will be 
offered a consignment from the C. V. Whitney qU 
stud, the excellence of which blood has long be 
been attested to on the race courses of the land. tl( 
Again there will be a large consignment from 
Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm and a golden f e: 
opportunity is offered of obtaining Man O War 
blood, as good broodmare blood as is obtainable 
anywhere. From our own Belair Stud are 
going up some good broodmare prospects in W 
fillies by ‘Sir Gallahad III, Gallant Fox and ln 
Sir Andrew. In all there will probably be be- an 
tween two and three hundred fillies offered and 
the hardest man to suit should be able to find 
something to his liking somewhere among them.

Live Stock Sanitary Board, Its Aims and Objects 


The Live Stock Sanitary Service Laboratory 
t College Park is organized to perform the 
;eneral functions of diagnosis and research. 
These lines of endeavor are concerned with 
lealth and disease of the demosticated and wild 
nimals and fowls in the State. The laboratory 
ipcrates under the administration of the offices 
>f the State Veterinarian and of the Director of 
he Agricultural Experiment Station. 

I he diagnostic work is carried out by appro¬ 
priate examinations and tests upon blood, milk, 
ody discharges, and with sick or dead ani¬ 
mals or fowls. Coupled with these studies are 
sequent field investigations into the farm con¬ 
ations which may play a part in health and 
isease. All of this work is conducted in co- 
jperation with the owner and his practicing 
eterinarian. Virtually all species of domesti- 
alc animals and fowls, as well as many wild 
arC stu ^ ec * d ur i n g the year. During the 
I ( period examinations were made on 

.' ™ specimens, representing 20 different 
_^cies. The diagnoses made covered infectious 
^ eases such as tuberculosis, equine cncephalo- 
itis U,S Ceding diseases. Bang's disease, mas- 
s pullorum disease; parasites of various 


kinds; tumors; and other conditions. In ex¬ 
aminations for infectious diseases proof of their 
absence is frequently of as great value as posi¬ 
tive findings. 

The research covers a wide range and among 
these studies under definite projects are Enceph¬ 
alomyelitis, Moon Blindness (Periodic Ophthal¬ 
mia), Brucella abortus infection (Bang’s dis¬ 
ease) , Parasites, and Breeding Diseases in hor¬ 
ses; Bang’s disease (Infectious Abortion) and 
Mastitis (Garget) in cattle; Parasites in sheep 
and swine; Fowl Pox, Pullorum disease and the 
pathological effects of high protein feeding in 
chickens; and Blackhead in turkeys. Other 
studies are carried out as new conditions arise 
or as old ones assume greater importance. 

Research work conducted in other laboratories 
is studied and new methods of diagnosis are 
applied to Maryland conditions. 

In the summer of 1933 a fatal disease of 
horses appeared in Southern Maryland and on 
the Eastern Shore, which was proven to be 
caused by a virus. Serum prepared in Califor¬ 
nia was secured and extensive trials were made 
during that year and 1934. In all, about 700 
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horses were treated and it was proven that 
serum prepared against the Eastern virus had 
immunizing value. During 1935 and the pres¬ 
ent year trials on some 800 horses have been 
made with a brain vaccine to study the value 
and length of immunity. In an attempt to 
control Moon Blindness in horses bacterin has 
been distributed for a number of years. In a 
general way reports indicate definite value for 
. n.s procedure but more extensive work is 
needed and contemplated as soon as funds and 
a suitable location for the studies can be ar¬ 
ranged for. The diagnosis of pregnancy in 


mares by the examination of blood as developer® 
in other laboratories is being tried on a smalfl 
scale this year but this procedure may be ex® 
panded if conditions warrant. 

If the horse, cattle and other breeding inter® 
ests of Maryland are to be properly served it i® 
imperative that the closest cooperation be main® 
tained between them, their veterinarians anfl 
the Live Stock Sanitary Service. Laboratory* 
facilities are maintained for this purpose ana' 
research work is continually conducted to safe® 
guard and promote the profitable production oft 
vigorous healthy stock.

Racing Is Screen Subject 


The story of The Jockey Club of America 
and its influence in racing in the United States 
is portrayed in the current issue of the March 
of Time on the screen released nationally July 
10. Working with The Jockey Club, March 
of Time shows the activities of this organiza¬ 
tion of only fifty members who act as a Su¬ 
preme Court for United States racing. It points 
out that the club’s sole purpose is to protect and 
improve the horse and that for those who vio¬ 
late its code the penalties are harsh. Trainers 
and owners who attempt chicanery are barred 
from racing for life, denied even the privilege 


of buying a ticket to the track. The film shows 
one of the most famous cases of race horse 
crookery, the substitution of a tested three-year- 
old for an untried two-year-old at Havre de 
Grace course, and how the deception was 
tracked down, the criminals caught. Parts of 
the film were taken at some of the Eastern 
tracks, notably Belmont Park and Aqueduct. 
Many of the country’s best-known racing per¬ 
sonalities take part in it. The film will be 
shown in more than six thousand theatres 
throughout the country during the next three 
months .—Racing Form, July 16, 1936.
